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Recently we came across a_ block 
of 1%4c Rotary Press stamps No. 
633 with a corrugated appearance 
caused by ridges in the gum. These 
were produced by what is known as a 
gum breaker and the purpose was to 
prevent stamps from curling. The un- 
usual thing about this block was that 
there were eight ridges on each 
stamp whereas the ridges generally 
found number only four or two. A 
letter to H. M. Southgate of the Bu- 
reau Issues Association, brought forth 
the information that this unusual type 
of gum breaker was used experiment- 
ally in 1928 and, until the discovery 
of this block, the only value found 
with this type of breaker was the 2c, 
No. 634 of the same issue. Mr. South- 
gate is trying to make a complete 
checklist of these gum varieties and if 
anyone finds other values with this 8 
ridge gum breaker it will be greatly 
appreciated if they will communi- 
cate with Mr. Southgate at 5800 Conn. 
Ave., Chevy Chase, Md., or ourselves 
at the above address. 


Mr. Buell A. French states that he 
has a coil which appears to be printed 
on greenish paper with silk threads 
running through it similar to revenue 
paper used in the ’70s. We cannot 
pass judgment on this without seeing 
it and would appreciate having it 
sent for examination. 


Melvin Spear requests information 
regarding the value of plate, number 
blocks. In selling plate number blocks 
dealers generally figure the value of 
plate number block of six as roughly 
that of two plain blocks of four. How- 
ever, this rule is not infallible. Re- 
quests for special numbers or posi- 
tions may often deserve higher prices. 
On the other hand, it is very seldom 
possible for dealers to offer a pre- 
mium when buying plate number 
blocks as the expense of handling and 
the small demand makes them more 
expensive to sell. 


Richard I. Welles requests infor- 
mation regarding the requirements for 
size of frames, etc., to enter stamps 
in various exhibitions both national 
and local.

10 mil- 
lion issued. Most common perfora- 
tion 11%x12; next 11%x11%; third 
12x11%, and the scarcest being 12x12.

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Danish Notes 





Denmark has issued three new sur- 
charges, evidently for the purpose of 
using up remainders of old issues. 
The 25 Ore blue of the new steel- 
engraved printing of the Caravel is- 
sue of last fall (the color of which 
was recently changed to brown due 
to tariff change) has been surcharged 
4 Ore. Similarly the 30 Ore yellow 
of the same type, (which was re- 
cently changed to blue) has been sur- 
charged 10 Ore. Scott’s No. 197 12 
Ore violet has been’ surcharged 
PORTO and new value 15 Ore. 

The new Airmail set announced 
some time ago appeared about June 
1st. The values are 10 Ore orange, 
15 Ore brownred, 20 Ore bluegreen, 
50 Ore blackgreen and 1 Krone brown. 
The stamps have not been received 
here as yet, but the design shows a 
plane in flight above the towers of 
Copenhagen. 

For the first time Denmark stamps 
have now appeared “tete-beche”. 
This has been necessitated through 
the making of booklet panes, for the 
manufacture of which sheets are 
made, in which some of the rows are 
printed tete-beche. The values known 
in this position are the current 5 
Ore yellowgreen and 10 Ore yellow- 
orange of the new steel-engraved type. 
Since the Post Office Department took 
over the printing of its stamps the 
issuance of stamps, se-tenant with ad- 
vertising labels, such as the General 
Motors and several others, which 
have appeared during the past 6 years 
in booklets, has been terminated and 
no more will be issued. In the future 
the advertisers will only be allowed 
space on the covers of the booklets. 
A total of 64 different came out dur- 
ing this period, and quite a few of 
them are already quite rare and 
sought for by specialist.

« Editorials » 


THE INFERENCE Ina recent num- 
IS WRONG ber of Western 

Stamp Collector, 
my good friend A. E. Koestler takes 
me to task for stating to him in a 
letter that I did not care for a cer- 
tain type of cover. He also calls at- 
tention to the fact that we reprinted 
an article from a South African Phil- 
atelic Magazine in which the author 
attempted to point out (in his opin- 
ion) that much of the air cover col- 
lecting that was being done would fall 
flat within time. 

Mr. Koestler seems to believe that 
my statement to him in a personal 
letter as well as the publication of 
the above mentioned article was a 
plain knock on this type of collecting. 

Mr. Koestler presumes too much for 
it is not our wish to knock any type 
of stamp collecting. We have long 
believed that anyone has a right to 
collect what they prefer. 

However, should anyone ask me my 
opinion on any certain line I have a 
right to tell that party my opinion and 
if our ideas do not agree, there should 
be no offense taken by the other party. 

A stamp publication is the proper 
place for collectors to air their opin- 
ions. It was for this reason that 
we printed the article from the South 
African paper. We believe that think- 
ing collectors might be interested in 
the opinion of other experienced col- 
lectors for we know that there are 
thousands of collectors today who lack 
experience of many years of stamp 
collecting and we believe that these 
collectors are entitled to the knowl- 
edge that has been gained by many 
years interest in the hobby. 


Our personal experience in stamp 
collecting covers a period of nearly 
forty years of activity. Much more 
intense activity than is had by most 
collectors. We have been active as a 
publisher, spent fully 15 years ex- 
clusively dealing in stamps and in all 
this time have always been a collector. 

We have seen dozens of side line fads 
spring up within the bosom of Phi- 
lately ard we have seen as many of 
them die within a few years after they 
had run their race. 

Through all this period, however, 
plain stamp collecting has grown and 
prospered and we predict that it will 
grow and prosper as many of the 
side lines again die off in the course 
of time. 

Stamp collecting is changing, how- 
ever. It used to be many years ago 
that one collected everything. Today 
the general collector is a rarity. 

We preach some definite field, be 
that what it may. Some countries 
do not appeal to us, others do, yet 
we should. not be accused of knock- 
ing countries that do not appeal to 
us solely because we might state that 
we do not like this or that country. 

Open discussion is good for those 
who read and learn. Crying wolf, 
every time you see something in print 
that does not match with your own 
ideas is a poor argument in favor of 
your chosen line. 

While we never have collected 
stamps of any kind with the thought 
of their future sale value in mind, 
we do know that a great many col- 
lectors do collect with that thought 
in mind because it is so frequently 
preached as a reason for collecting 
stamps. 

And after all, that one fact is a 
very good test to us if you want to 
apply it. What side line to stamp 
collecting has lived along with stamp 
collecting, what side line in vogue 
today will still be followed 20 years 
from now. Will there be a market for 
your collection 20 years from now. 

One of the best arguments for 
stamp collecting that we have ever 
read is a short quotation printed on 
the back of the Regent Stamp Cata- 
logue, published by Robson Lowe of 
London. This was quoted in our col- 
lumns recently, but for fear you may 
not have seen it we quote it again 
and commend it to the thoughts of all 
who want to have a reason for col- 
lecting stamps. 

“Why do we Collect Stamps? — Be- 
cause they appeal to practically all 
Temperaments. To the romantic they 
offer romance, to the adventurer — 
adventure, to the student — unlimited 
scope for study, a companionable joy, 
coupled with the definite thought that 
in selling one receives more in return 
than one can be investing in any 
other pastime or hobby.”

spoke of some time back. It reads up. 
Sidney Shayman of Chicago presents 
me with two nice government enve- 
lopes. The first from St. Charles and 
the other from Barrington, Ill. And 
shows me a 3c engraved of the 1917-22 
issue from So. Manchester, Conn. in 
purple ink a product of a multigraph 
printed thru a ribbon. Every multi- 
graph that I have seen has besides the 
ribbon arrangement an ink fountain 
and rolls and can print from this too. 
This I think accounts for some of the 
So. Manchester items that appear to 
be printed on a press while others 
show that they have been printed thru 
a ribbon. I think they used either 
side of the multigraph which was in 
operation at the time they were ready 
to print their precancels. I have a $1 
1922 issue down, and a 20c perf. 11 up 
that are printed with printers ink. 
The others are printed thru a ribbon 
and in either black or purple ink. Prof. 
Gamber says some were also printed 
in green, these I surmise were ribbon 
products too. Getting back to the list- 
ings. A Fallen Timbers from Dallas, 
Tex. in a rubber handstamp possibly 
U-71 and a Valley Forge from Port- 
land, Ore. in a large rubber hand- 
stamp type used by mail order houses. 





I find that of the three metal hand- 
stamp types U-121 is used the most 
extensively. Then come U-120 and 
then U-122. What do you think? 
Came across a package that contained 
three stamps from Aurora, Ill. and 
each in a DIFFERENT TYPE. A 
30¢ comp. down in U-122, a 15¢ comp. 
in U-82 and a 4c TAFT in the electro 
with heavy bars, listed as type 5 in 
holding on to their U-7 plate up in 
the catalog. Also note they are still 
Kingston, N. Y., despite the fact that 
the U-10 came after the U-7.
